DETAILED ACTION 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Specification : 

On Page 1, line 1 , after the Title insert -This application claims benefit under 35 
U.S.C. 371 of PCT/GBOO/02909, filed on July 28, 2000.- 

Page 1 7, line 5, insert -Brief Description of the Drawings- 
In the Claims : 

Cancel dependent claim 26. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention relates to a method of manufacturing a pressed thermal insulation 
body comprising the steps of: providing a dry composition consisting of 10-100% by 
weight of volatilized silica containing dispersed therein 0.5 to 6% by weight carbon; 
pressing the dried composition to form a body of desired shape and density; and heat 
treating the pressed body at a temperature from 400-1 000°C to harden the body. The 
prior art does not teach or suggest the dry composition as claimed nor the shaping and 
pressing and hardening technique for forming the hardened body as claimed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Miller et al., Hayashi et aL, and Miller et al. all teach methods of 
making bodies with volatilized silica but does not teach the method as claimed. Miller et 
al. extrudes the composition and does not press harden. Hayashi et al. does not teach 
the volatilized silica as a dry composition nor is there a teaching for the hardening 
technique at the temperature ranges as claimed.
